ARTICLES OF A TREATY 


Made at Fort Harmar, between Arthur St. 
Clair, Governor of the Territory of the 
United States North-Weſt of the River Ohio, 
and Commiſſioner Plenipotentiary of the United 
States of America, for removing all Cauſes 
of Controverſy, regulating Trade, and ſettling 
Boundaries, with the Indian Nations in the 
Northern Department, of the one Part ; and 
the Sachems and Warriors of the Wyandot, 
Delaware, Ottawa, Chippewa, Pattawati- 
ma and Sac Nations, on the other Part.

tle all controverſies, and to reſtore har- 
mony and a friendly intercourſe between the 
laid United States, and Indian tribes ; Antho- 
y Wayne, major-general, commanding the 
umy of the United States, and ſole commiſ- 
loner for the good purpoſes above-mentioned, 
and the ſaid tribes of Indians, by their Sachems, 
ciefs, and warriors, met together at Greene- 
lle, the head quarters of the ſaid army, have 
reed on the following articles, which, when 
ntified by the Preſident, with the advice and 
conſent of the Senate af the United States, 
ſhall be binding on them and the ſaid Indian

In conſideration of the peace now eſtabliſh- 
ed and of the ceſſions and relinquiſhments of 
lands made in the preceding article by the ſaid

IS Britannic Majeſty and the United 

States of America, being deſirous, by a 
treaty of amity, commerce and navigation, to 
terminate their differences in ſuch a mannet, 
as, without reference to the merits of their 
reſpective complaints and pretenſions, may be 
the beſt calculated to produce mutual ſatisfac- 
tion and good underſtanding; and alſo to re- 
gulate the commerce and navigation between 
their reſpective countries, territories and peo- 
ple, in ſuch a manner as to render the ſame re- 
ciprocally beneficial and ſatisfactory; they 
have, reſpectively, named their plenipotenti- 
ries, and given them full powers to treat of, 


and conclude the ſaid treaty z that is to ſay: 


His Britannic Majeſty has named for his Ple- 
nipotentiary, the Right Honorable William 
Wyndham Baron Grenville of Wotton, - one 
of his Majeſty's Privy Council, and his Majeſ- 
9's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs; and the Preſident of the ſaid United 
states, by and with the advice and conſent of 
the Senate thereof, hath appointed for their 
plenipotentiary, the honorable John Jay, Chief 
luſtice of the ſaid United States, and their en- 
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voy extraordinary to his Mary ; Who hate 
agreed on and concluded the following article, 
« _ ARTICLE I. | 
There ſhall be a firm, inviolable and uni. 
* verſal peace, and a true and fincere friendſhip 
between his Britannic Majeſty, his heirs and 
ſucceſſors, and the United States of America;

No duty of entry ſhall ever be levied by 
either party on peltries brought by land, a M 
inland navigation into the faid territories re.

Mine of the 5th of that month affured you 
that meaſures were taken for excluding from 
all further aſylum in our ports, veſſels armed 
in them to cruize on nations with which we 
are at peace, and for the reſtoration of the 
prizes the Lovely Laſs, Prince William Hen- 
ry, and the Jane of Dublin ; and that ſhould | 
the meafures for reſtitution fail i in their effect, 
the Preſident conſidered it as incumbent on 
the United States to make compenſation. for 
the veſſels. 


We are bound by our treaties with three of 
the belligerent nations, by all the means in 
our power, to protect and defend their veſſels - 
and effects in our ports, or waters, or on the 
ſeas near our ſnores, and to recover and reſtore 
the ſame to the right owners when taken from 
them. If all the means in our power are uſed, 
and fail in their effect, we are not bound by 
our treaties with thoſe nations to make com- 
penſation. 


Though we have. no ſimilar treaty with 
Great-Britain, it was the opinion of the Pre. 
ſident, that we ſhould uſe towards that nation 
the ſame rule, which under this article, was 
to govern us with the other nations; and even 
to extend it to captures made on "the high 
eas, and brought into our ports: if done by 
veſlels which had been armed within them. 


Having, for particular reaſons; forbore to 
uſe all the means in our power for the reſ- 
itution of the three veſſels mentioned in my 
letter of Auguſt 7th, the Preſident thought ĩt 
incumbent on * United States to make com» 
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penſation for them: And though nothing wag 
ſaid in that letter of other veſſels taken under 
like circumſtances, and brought in after the 5th 
of June, and before the date of that letter, 
yet. when the ſame forbearance had taken 
place, it was and is his opinion, that compen. 
ſation would be equally due. . . 
As to prizes made under the ſame circum. 
ſtances, and brought in after the date of that

„ WHEREAS by the third article of the 
treaty of amity, commerce and navigation, 
_ concluded at London, on the nineteenth 

of November, one thouſand: ſeven hundred 

- and ninety four, between his Britannic Majeſty 
and the United States of America, it va 
agreed that it ſhould at all times be free to hi 
Majeſty's ſubjects and to the citizens of the 
United States, and alſo to the Indians dwel-

ARTICLE V. 

For the more convenient management of the gene- 
ral intereſts of the United States, delegates ſhall be 
annually appointed in ſuch manner as the legiſlature 
of each ſtate ſhall direct, to meet in Congrefs on the 
firſt Monday in November, in every year, with a power 
reſerved to each ſtate, to recal its delegates, or any of 
them, at any time within the year, and to ſend — 
in their ſtead, for the remainder of the year. 

No ſtate ſhall be repreſented in Congreſs by leſs 
than two nor more than ſeven members; and no 
perſon ſhall be capable of being a delegate for more 
than three years in any term of fix years; nor ſhall 
any perſon, being a delegate, be capable of holding 
any office under the United States, for which he, or 
any other for his benefit, receives any ſalary, fees or 
emolument of any kind. 

Each ſtate fhall maintain its own delegates in 2 
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meeting of the ſtates, and while they act as members 
of the committee of the ſtates. at 
In determining queſtions in the United States in 
Congreſs aſſembled, each ſtate ſhall have one vote. 

Freedom of ſpeech and debate in Congreſs ſhall not 
be impeached or queſtioned in any court or place out of 
Congreſs; and the-members of Congreſs ſhall be pro- 
tected in their perſons from arreſts and impriſonments, 
during the time of their going to and from and attend- 
ance on Congreſs, except for treaſon, felony or breach 
of the peace. 


_, ARTICLE VI. 

No ſtate, without. the conſent of the United States 
in Congreſs aſſembled, ſhall ſend any embaſſy to, or 
receive any embaſly from, or enter into any conference, 
agreement, alliance, or treaty, with any — prince, 
or ſtate; nor ſhall any perſon holding any office of 
profit or truſt under the United States, or any of them, 
accept of any preſent emolument, office or title of any 
kind whatever from any king, prince or foreign ſtate; 
nor ſhall the United States in Congreſs aflembled, or 
any of them, grant any title of nobility. 

No two or more ſtates ſhall enter into any treaty, 
confederation or alliance whatever between them, with- 
out the conſent of the United States in Congreſs aſ- 
ſembled, ſpecifying accurately the purpoſes for which 
the ſame is to be entered into, and how long it ſhall 
continue. 

No ſtate ſhall lay any impoſts or duties, which may 
interfere with any ſtipulations in treaties entered into 
by the United States in Congreſs afſembled, with any 
"ang, prince or ſtate, in purſuance of any treaties al- 
ready propoſed by Congreſs, to the courts of France

No veſſels of war ſhall be kept up in time of peace 
by any ſtate, except ſuch number only as ſhall be deem- 
ed neceſſary by the United States in Congreſs aſſembled, 
for the defence of ſuch ſtate, or its trade; nor ſhall any 
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body of forces be kept up by any ſtate, in time of peace, 


except ſuch number only, as in the judgment of the 
United States, in Congreſs aſſembled, ſhall be deemed 
requiſite to garriſon the forts neceſſary for the defence 
of ſuch ſtate ; but every ſtate ſhall always Keep up a 
well-regulated and diſciplined militia, ſufficiently armed 
and accoutred, and ſhall provide and conſtantly have 
ready for uſe, in public ſtores, a due number of field 


pieces and tents, and a proper quantity of arms, am. 


munition, and camp equipage. 

No ſtate ſhall engage in any war without the conſent 
of the United States, in congreſs aſſembled, unleſs ſuch 
ſtate be actually invaded by enemies, or ſhall have receiv. 
ed certain advice of a reſolution being formed by ſome 
nation of Indians to invade ſuch ſtate, and the danger 
is ſo imminent as not to admit of a delay tillthe United 
States in Congreſs aflembled can be conſulted; nor ſhall 
any ſtate grant commiſſions to any ſhips or veſſels / of 
war, nor letters of marque or repriſal, except it be after 
a declaration of war by the United States in Congreſs 
aſſembled, and then only againſt the kingdom or ſtate, 
and the ſubjects — againſt which, war has been 
ſa declared, and under ſuch regulations, as ſhall be eſta- 
bliſned by the United States in Congreſs aſſembled, 
unleſs ſuch ſtate be infeſted by pirates, in which caſe, 
veſſels of war may be fitted out for that occaſion, and 
kept ſo long as the danger ſhall continue, or, until the 
United States in Congreſs afſembled, ſhall determine 
otherwiſe. HY | 

ARTICLE VIE 

When land forces are raiſed by any ſtate, for the 
common defence, all officers of, or under the rank of 
colonel, ſhall be appointed by the legiſlature of each 
ſtate reſpectively, by whom ſuch forces ſhall be raiſed, 
or in ſuch manner as ſuch ſtate ſhall dire& : And all 
vacancies ſhall be filled up by the ſtate which firſt made 
the appointment, M 
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e ARTICLE VIII. 

All charges of war, and all other expenſes, that ſhall 
be incurred for the common defence or general welfare, 
and allowed by the United States in Congreſs aſſem- 
bled, ſhall be defrayed out of a common treaſury, 
which ſhall be ſupplied by the ſeveral ſtates, in propor- 


tion to the value of all land, within each ſtate, granted 


to or ſurveyed for any perſon, as ſuch land and the 
buildings and improvements thereon ſhall be eſtimated, 
according to ſuch mode as the United States in Con- 
greſs aſſembled, ſhall from time to time direct and 
appoint. | 

The taxes for paying that proportion, ſhall be laid 
and levied by the authority and direction of the legiſla- 
tures of the ſeveral ſtates, within the time agreed upon 
by the United States in Congreſs aſſembled. 


_- ARTICLE IX. 

The United States in Congreſs afſembled, ſhall have 
the ſole, and excluſive right and power of determining 
on peace and war, except in the caſes mentioned in the 
fixth article; of ſending and receiving ambaſſadors ; 
entering into treaties and alliances, provided that no 
treaty of commerce ſhall be made, whereby the legiſla- 
tive power of the reſpeCtive ſtates ſhall be reſtrained 
from impoſing ſuch impoſts and duties on foreigners as 
their own people are ſubjected to, or from prohibiting 
the exportation or importation of any ſpecies of goods 
or commodities whatſoever ; of eſtabliſhing rules for 
deciding in all caſes, what captures on land or water 
ſhall be legal, and in what manner prizes taken by land 
or naval forces in the ſervice of the United States ſhall - 
be divided or appropriated ; of granting letters of 
marque and repriſal in times of peace; appointing. 
courts for the trial of piracies and felonies committed 
on the high ſeas, and eſtabliſhing courts for receiving 
and determining finally appeals in all caſes of captures, 
provided that no member of Congrels ſhall be appoin- 
ed a judge of any of the ſaid courts ; 
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The United States in Congreſs aſſembled, ſhall alſo be 
the laſt reſort on appeal in all diſputes and differences 
now ſubſiſting or that hereafter may ariſe between two 
or more ſtates concerning boundary, juriſdiction, or 
any other cauſe whatever; which authority ſhall al. 
ways be exerciſed in the manner following. Whenever 
the legiſlative or executive authority or lawful agent of 
any ſtate in controverſy with another, ſhall preſent a 
petition to Congreſs, ſtating the matter in queſtion, 
and praying for a hearing, notice thereof ſhall 'be given 
by order of Congreſs to the legiſlative or executive au. 
thority of the other ſtate in controverſy, and a day af- 
figned for the appearance of the parties by their lawful 
agents, who ſhall then, be directed to appoint, by joint 
conſent, commiſſioners or judges. to conſtitute a court 
for hearing and determining the matter in queſtion; 
but if they cannot agree, Congreſs ſhall name three per- 
ſons out of each of the United States, and from the liſt 
of ſuch perſons, each party ſhall alternately ſtrike out 
one, the petitioners beginning, until the number ſhall 
be reduced to thirteen ; and from that number not leſs 
than ſeven, nor more than nine names, as Congrels 
ſhall direct, ſhall in the preſence of Congreſs be drawn 
out by lot: and the perſons whoſe names ſhall be ſo 
drawn, or any five of them, ſhall be commiſſioners or 
judges, to hear and finally determine the controverly, 
ſo always as a major part of the judges, who ſhall hear 
the cauſe, ſhall agree in the determination: And if ei- 
ther party ſhall neglect to attend at the day appointed, 
without ſhewing reaſons which Congreſs ſhall judge 
ſufficient, or being preſent, ſhall refuſe to ſtrike, 
Congreſs ſhall proceed to nominate three perſons out 
of each ſtate, and the ſecretary of Congreſs ſhall ſtrike 
in behalf of ſuch party abſent or refuſing ; and the 
judgment and ſentence of the court to be appointed, th 
the manner before preſcribed, ſhall be final and con- 
cluſive; and if any of the parties ſhall refuſe to ſubmut 
to the authority of ſuch court, or to appear or 
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their claim or cauſe, the court ſhall nevertheleſs proceed 
to pronounce ſentence or judgment, which ſnall in like 
manner be ſinal and deciſive; the judgment or ſentence 
and other proceedings being in either caſe tranſmitted 
to Congreſs, and lodged among the acts of Congrels, 
ſor the ſecurity of the parties concerned: Provided, 
that every commiſſioner, before he fits in judgment, 
ſhall take an oath, to be adminiſtered by one of the 
judges, of the ſupreme or ſuperior court of the ſtate, 
where the cauſe ſhall be tried, well and truly to hear 
and determine the matter in queſtion, according to the 
beſt of his judgment, without favour, affection, or hope 
of reward: Provided alſo, that no ſtate ſhall be de- 
prived of territory for the-benefit of the United States. 
All controverſies; concerning the private right of 
ſoil, claimed under different grants of two or mote 
ſtates, whoſe: juriſditions) as they may reſpe& ſuch 
lands and the ſtates which pafſed ſuch grants are ad- 
juſted, the ſaid grants or either of them being at the 
lame time claimed to have originated antecedent to 
ſuch ſertlement of juriſdiction, ſhall, on the petition of 
either party to the Congreſs of the United States, be 
finally determined, as near as may be, in the ſame man- 
ner as ĩs before-preſcribed for deciding diſputes reſpec- 
ting territorial juriſdiction between different ſtates. 
The United States in Congreſs aſſembled ſhall alſo 
have the ſole and excluſive right and power of regu- 
ating the alloy and value of coin ſtruck by their own 
authority, or by that of the reſpective ſtates; fixing 
the ſtandard of weights and meaſures throughout the 
United States; regulating the trade and managing all 
affairs with the Indians not members of any of the 
ſtates; provided that the legiſlative right of any ſtate 
within its own limits be not infringed or violated ; 
eſtabliſhing and regulating poſt- offices from one ſtate 
to another throughout all the United States, and ex- 
ating ſuch poſtage on the papers paſſing through the 
lame, as may be requiſite to defray the expenſes of the

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ſad office; appointing all officers of the land forces in 
the ſer vice of the United States, excepting regimental 
officers; appointing all the officers of the naval forces, 
and commiſſioning all officers whatever in the ſervice 
of the United States; making rules for the govern. 
ment and regulation of the faid land and navat fortes 
and dutefting their operations. 4342 "18 
The United States in Congreſs affembled ſhall have 
authority to appoint a committee to fit in the-receſs of 
Congreſs, to be denominated “a committee of the 
ſtates,” and to conſiſt of one delegate from each ſtate, 
and to. appoint ſuch: other comunttees and civil officers 
as may be neceſſary for managing the general affairs of 
the United States, under their direction; to appoint 
one of their number to preſide, provided that no per. 
ſon be allowed to ferve in the office of prefident more 
than one year, in = term of three years; to aſcertain 
the neceſſary ſums of money to be raiſed for the ſervice 
of the.

The United States in Congreſs aſſembled, ſhall ne- 
ver engage in a war nor grant letters of marque and 
repriſal in time of peace, nor enter into any treaties or 
alliances, nor coin money, ner regulate the value there- 
of, nor aſcertain the ſums and expenſes neceſſary for 
the defence and welfare of the United States or any of 
them; nor emit bills, nor borrow money on the credit 
of the United States, nor appropriate moneys nor agree 
upon the number of. veſſels of war to be built or pur- 
chaſed, or the number of land or ſea forces to be raiſed, 
nor appoint a commander in chief of the army or na- 
ry, unlefs-nint ſtates aſſent to the ſame; nor ſhall a 
queſtion on = other point, except for adjourning from 
day to day, be determined, unleſs by the votes of a 
majority of the United States in Congreſs aſſembled.

dants of a deceaſed child or grand-child, to take the

;  . The, governor, , judges, legiſlative council, ſecretary 
and ſuch other officers as Congreſs ſhall appoint in the 

diſtri, ſhall take an oath or affirmation of fidelity, and 


of office; the governor before the preſident of Con- 
Teſs, and all other officers before the governor. As 
2s a legiſlature ſhall be formed in the diſtri, the 
council and Yeats aſſembled, in one room, ſhall have 
barges by joint ballot, to ele& a delegate to Con- 
greſs, who ſhall have a ſeat in Congreſs, with a right of 
debating, but not of voting during this temporary go- 
| vernment. | 
And for extending the fundamental principles of ci- 
vl and religious liberty, which form the baſis whereon 
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— theſe republics, their laws and conſtitutions are erected; 
to fix and eſtabliſh thoſe principles as the baſis of all 
| laws, conſtitutions and governments, which forever 
hereafter ſhall be formed in the faid territory: to pro- 
vide alſo for the eſtabliſhment of ſtates, and perma- 
nent government therein, and for their admiſſion to a 
Mare in the federal councils, on an equal footing with 

the original ſtates, at as early periods, as may be con- 
ſiſtent with the general intereſt; 
It is hereby ordained and declared, by the authority afore- 
aid, That the following articles ſhall be conſidered ag 
articles of compact between the original ſtates, and the 
people and ſtates in the ſaid territory, and forever re- 
main unalterable, unleſs by common conſent, to wit: 

5 AkIICLE I. | 

No perſon demeaning himſelf in a peaceable and or- 
derly manner, ſhall ever be moleſted on account of his 
mode of worſhip or religious ſentiments, in the ſaid ter- 


ritory. | 
| - ARTICLE Il. © 4 
The inhabitants of the ſaid territory, ſhall always be 
entitled to the benefits of the writ of habeas corpus, 
and of the trial by jury; of a proportionate repreſenta- 
tion of the people in the legiſlature, and of judicial pro- 
eeedings according to the courſe of the common law. 
All perſons thall be bailable, unleſs for capital offences, 
where the proof {hall be evident, or the preſumption 
great. All fines ſhall be moderate; and no cruel or 
unuſual puniſhments ſhall be inflicted. No man ſhall 
be deprived of his liberty or property, but by the Judge 
ment of his peers, or the law of the land; and ho d 
the-public exigencies make it neceſſary, for the com- 
mon preſeryation, to take any perſon's property, or to 
demand his particular ſervices, full compenſation 
be-made for the ſame. And in the juſt preſervation of 
rights and property, it is underſtood and declared, 
that no law ought ever to be made, or have force in 
the ſaid territory, that ſhall in any manner whatever 
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interfere with, or affect private contratts or angage- 
ments, bona fide, and without fraud previouſly formed.

Religion, morality, and knowledge, being nee 
to — } government and the happineſs + mankin 
ſchools, and the means of education; ſhall forever be 
encouraged. The utmoſt good faith ſhall always be ob- 
ſerved towards the Indians ; their lands and property 
ſhall never be taken from them without their conſent ; 
and in their property, rights' and liberty, they never 
ſhall be invaded or diſturbed, unleſs in juſt and lawful 
wars authorized by Congreſs ; but laws founded in 
juſtice and humanity, ſhall from time to time be made, 
for preventing wrongs being done to them, and for 
preſerving peace and friendikip with hem. | 
© » ARTICLE IV. as 

The faid territory, and the ſtates which may be form- 
ed therein, ſhall forever remain a part of this confede- 
racy of the United States of America, ſubject to the ar- 
ticles of confederation, and to ſuch alterations therein, 
as ſhall be conſtitutionally made; and to all the acts 
and ordinances of the United States in Congreſs afſem- 
bled, conformable thereto. The inhabitants and ſet- 
tlers, in the {aid territory, ſhall be ſubject to pay a part 
of the federal debts, contracted or to be contracted, 
and a proportional part of the ſes of government, 
to be apportioned on them by Congreſs, according to 
the ſame common rule and meaſure, by which appor- 
tionments thereof ſhall be made on the other ſtates ; 
and the taxes for paying their proportion, ſhall be laid 
and levied by the authority and direction of the legiſ- 
latures of the diſtri& or diſtricts or new ſtates, as in 
the original ſtates, within the time agreed upon by the 
United States in Congreſs aſſembled. The legiſlatures 
of thoſe diſtricts or new ſtates, ſhall never interfere 
with the primary diſpoſal of the ſoil by the United 
States in Congreſs affembled, nor with any regulations 
Congreſs may find neceſſary for ſecuring the title in

ſuch ſoil to the bona fide purchaſers. No tax ſhall be 
impoſed on lands the property of the United States; 
and in no caſe ſhall non-reſident proprietors be taxed 
higher than reſidents. The navigable waters leading 
into the Miſſiſippi and St. Lawrence, and the carrying 
places between the ſame, ſhall be common highways, 
and forever free, as well to the inhabitants of the ſaid 
territory, as to the citizens of the United States, and 
thoſe of any other ſtates that may be admitted into the 
confederacy, without any tax, impoſt, or duty therefor. 


ARTICLE. V. 
There ſhall be formed in the ſaid territory, not leſs 
than three, nor more than five ſtates ; and the bounda- 
ries of the ſtates, as ſoon as. Virginia ſhall alter her 
act of ceſſion, and conſent to the ſame, ſhall become 
fixed and eſtabliſhed as follows, to wit: The weſtern 
Nate in the ſaid territory, ſhall be bounded by the Mi- 
ſiſippi, the Ohio and Wabaſh rivers; a direct line 
drawn from the Wabaſh and Poſt Vincents due north 
to the territorial line between the United States and 
Canada; and by the ſaid territorial line to the lake of 
tie- Woods and Miſſiſippi. The middle ſtate ſhall be 
bounded: by the ſaid direct line, the Wabaſh from 
Poſt: Vincents to the Ohio; by the Ohio, by a direct 
line drawn due north from the mouth of the Great 
Miami, to the ſaid territorial line, and by the ſaid ter- 
ritoraÞ the; The eaſtern ſtate ſhall be bounded by 
the laſt mentioned dixect line, the Ohio, Pennſylvania, 
and the ſaid territorial line : Provided however, and it 
is further underſtood and declared, that the bounds 
ries of theſe three ſtates, ſhall be ſubje& ſo far to be 
altered, that if Congreſs ſhall hereafter find it expedi- 
ent, they ſhall have authority to form one or two ſtates 
in that part of the ſaid territory which lies north of 
an eaſt and weſt line drawn through the ſoutherly bend 
or extreme of lake Michigan. And whenever any 0 
the ſaid ſtates, ſhall have ſixty thouſand free inhabi- 
tants therein, ſuch ſtate ſhall be admitted, by its dele-· 
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gates, into the Congreſs of the United States, on an 

equal footing with che ori ſtates, in all reſpects 
whatever; and ſhall be at liberty to form a permanent 
conſtitution and ſtate government: Provided the con- 
ſtitution and government ſo to be formed, ſhall be re- 
publican, and in conformity to the principles contain- 
ed in theſe articles; and ſo far as it can be conſiſtent 
with the general intereſt of the confederacy, ſuch ad- 
miſſion ſhall be allowed at an earlier period, and When 
there may be a leſs number of free inhabitants in the 
ſtate han ſixty thouſand. ' 


ARTICLE VI. _ 

There ſhall be neither flavery nor involuntary ſer- 
vitude in the ſaid territory, otherwiſe than in puniſh- 
ment of crimes, whereof the ſhall have been 
duly convicted: Provided always, that any perſon ef. 
caping into the ſame, from — labour or ſervice is 
lawfülly claimed in any one of the original ſtates, ſuch 
fogitive may be lawfully” reclaimed, and conveyed to 
the perſon claiming his or her labour or ſervice as 
aforeſaid.
